play great, “ The All-Alone’’ would be 
a great play. When it was first produced at 
the Irish Theatre in Hardwicke street, 
nearly eighteen years ago, it was immediately 
recognised as a poor thing, but the late 
Edward Martyn saw in it ‘‘the most con- 
siderable “sil complete ' play that his 
theatre had staged.

Every step onwards 
meant a further demonstration of the essential 
kinship between the mind of man and the 
universal order of things. 

The indeterminacy which science now found 
in the very constitution of things pointed to 
the reason why mankind, not being a collec 
tion of mere units subject to the law of 
averages, hut a society of morally endowed 
persons, must be so placed that they couid 
not attain to their characteristic excellence 
otherwise than by the age-long struggle 
against those opposing influences which we 
summed up in the word evil. Here it was 
that faith in an eternal purpose for good 
found its appropriate sphere and exercise.

Company, they feel impelled to depart 
from their usual custom, and to address 
the shareholders in advance of the coming 
General Meeting, and to acquaint them in 
briefest practical outline of the real posi- 
tion of the Company and the Board’s policy 
and efforts to maintain its stability and 
promote its welfare. 
“The different adverse critics—though 
far from agreeing amongst themselves as 
to their allegations—unite, apparently, in 
the view that the Direetors have failed in 
their .administration of the Company’s 
property. - 
‘‘ Limiting consideration to the main 
points in which this alleged failure is said 
to have arisen, they may be shortly 
summarised in two sententes, thus :— 
(1) The Directors were not sufficiently 
alive in perceiving and combating the 
birth and growth of road competition. 
(2) The Directors have n ex- 
travagant in their expenditure. 

“ It is proposed to show that there is no 
ground for either of these charges; but, 
ee to that end, it should be 
pointed out that the Board intentionally 
ignores the many unworthy personal re- 
flections on themselves. 
“In the résumé essential to a fair re- 
view of the Railway Company's history, 
say for the past five years, reference must 
be made to the incidence and effects of 
the Railways Amalgamation Act of 1924, 
and it is only fair to say at the outset that 
those effects, where harmful to the Rail- 
way Company, were not, and could not 
have been foreseen when that Act was in- 
troduced, and no attack on that head, 
generally speaking, can fairly be levelled 
at the Ministry: of that day. There are, 
however, certain outstanding and unfair 
burdens resulting from that Act, which 
need only be mentioned as calling for re- 
dress, and which do not directly affect 
the aim of this statement. 


ROAD COMPETITION. 


“The first criticism induces this ques- 
tion: ‘ Have the Directors been sufficiently 
alert and active in their policy towards 
road competition?’ The Directors answer 
in the affirmative, and for the following 
reasons. | 

‘* So far back as in 1927, under pressure 
from the Company, an Act was passed 
enabling the Company to operate road 
services, but it was so hedged-in with 
restrictions. and regulations that, in fact, 
competition on level terms was an impossi- 
bility. After prolonged and hopeless 
endeavours to maintain the up-hill fight, 
the Company entered into a working 
agreement with their chief road com- 
titor. Though this agreement served to 
eep at bay other road competitors, its 
practical results were cult Res and 
the Railways Board in 1929 were driven 
to acquire controlling interest in the 
I.0.C., which, under that control, soon 
became the premier road passenger service 
in the Free State. To anyone acquainted 
with the actual work anj anxiety which 
these transactions imposed on those en- 
gaged in, them, the suggestion that there 
was any absence of live effort on the part 
of the Railway Directors is simply ludi 
crous. When they decided to acquire and 
promote road passenger service on their 
own account, and to do so—as legally com- 
lled—through a separate company, the 
irectors took a step which not only 
served as a precaution against further 
growth of competition, but enabled them 
to secure an established title on the roads. 
That title has been already re-inforced 
under the recently enacted transport legis- 
lation. 


BILL SUBMITTED. 


“The position of road transport of 
merchandise was, and is, even more worry- 
ing than that of road passenger traffic. 
To meet its growing pressure the Railways 
Board acquired controlling interest in the 
well-known carrying firm of John Wallis 
& Sons—the acquisition involving pro- 
longed and delicate negotiations. The 
definite result of these operations placed 
the Company in a position to supply 
services and compete directly in all 
branches of road transport. 

“ During the progress of these proceed- 
ings, the Company was persistently press- 
ing the Government for legislation 
regulating road carrying traffic. 

“In February, 1931, to leave no room 
for misapprehension as to the Company's 
needs, a draft Bill was submitted to the 
Ministry, embodying the minimum only of 
the relief which the Company claimed. 
regarding passenger and goods road 
trafics. The Directors emphasised the 
fact that this Bill sought no subsidy and 
no preference—simply equality. 

“In August, 1931, it was learned that 
the Ministry could not, or would not, 
attempt to control the carriage of goods 
by road; but what the Government really 
contemplated was not made apparent till 
December, 1931, when, at short notice, the 
two Transport (Road and Rail) Bills 
were, on the eve of dissolution, passed into 
law hurriedly—as Government .measures 
metric | confidence in the Ministry. 
Seeing that amendment of these Bills was 
not practicable, without risking the loss 
of the Bills, which, at their worst, did 
concede several useful henefits to the Com- 
pany, the people who say that a live 
agitation should have been organised by 
the Directors to destroy the Bills, if not 
amended, are, surely, short-sighted. 


“PLAIN STATEMENT,” 


‘" Coincident with the conduct of these 
prolonged negotiations by the Directors, 
the Board was worried by the regular and 
alarming weekly returns of falling receipts. 
If the Railway was to continue in existence 
it was plain that this loss of revenue must 
be countered. Committees of Officers and 
of Directors. who devoted themselves 
assiduously from day to day, and for a 
long period scrutinised closely every item 
of expenditure, and the successful results 
of that endeavour are disclosed in the 
figures already published. Of them, it is 
sufficiently illuminating to say that the 
reduction of expenditure in 1931, notwith- 
standing the huge fall in revenue, was 
ionately ter than that of any 
other Railway pany in Great Britain 
or Ireland, and enabled dividends to he 
paid, which could not otherwise have he-

London unemployed men and women 
began a march through the streets to Hyde 
Park to protest against the means test 
and to appoint a deputation to interview 
the Minister of Labour at the House of 
Commons. 

Men and women were carrying small 
children as they marched through the 
streets. When they reached Hyde Park 
they found a strong force of police, 
mounted and foot, waiting there. 

In the Park between two and three 
thousand unemployed gathered. 

S hes were made in the darkness by 
leaders from all parts of England. These 
speakers, it was proposed, should con- 
stitute the deputation to Sir Henry 
Betterton, the Minister of Labour, at the 
House of Commons last night. 


PERMISSION REFUSED. 


The announcement that permission had 
been refused for them to be seen was 
greeted with groans and hisses. After 
about an hour of speech-making one of the 
leaders announced that the members of 
the deputation were, nevertheless, going 
up to the House of Commons in an en- 
deavour to interview certain members of 
Parliament. 
Final arrangements before the demon- 
stration broke up were that the East 
London contingents should meet in New 
Bridge street about 9.15 ; that another con- 
tingent should meet in St. George’s Circus 
| at the same time, and that the remainder, 
those living on the west side of London, 
should meet at Marble Arch. 
A large number of the unemployed came 
by various directions to Parliament 
square. There they found every entrance 
to the House of Commons closely guarded 
by policemen. 


STRONG FORCE OF POLICE. 


Gradually the number of unemployed 
increased as they came from the demon- 
stration in Hyde Park. They found in 
Parliament square a strong force of 
mounted police ready to meet them, and 
they were kept constantly on the move. 
There was a dramatic moment when six 


mounted constables—thgee on each side 
of Whitehall—galloped down the pave- 
ment, scattering the crowd of demon- 


strators, who broke into a run and re- 
treated past the War Office. 
Inside the House of Commons extra 
police had been stationed in readiness for 
any emergency. All around Parliament 
Square everyone was kept on the move. 
For nearly an hour the police were en- 
gaged in breaking up groups of demon- 
strators. 
By 10.50 all was quiet around the 
Houses of Parliament. The unemployed 
had been dispersed, but little groups of 
policemen remained on duty. There was 
no attempt at resistance by the unem- 
picyed. 
Several representatives of the wunem- 
ployed demonstrators were allowed to 
enter the House of Commons, where they 
had an interview with Mr. George 
Buchanan, Labour M.P. for the Gorbals 
division of Glasgow. 
A man and woman who were arrested 
in Westminster were taken to Cannon Row 
Police Station, and were formally charged 
with obstructing the police. They will 
be brought before the Bow street magis- 
trate. 
Another man, who was taken into cus- 
tody in North row, Marble Arch, will be 
charged before the Marlborough street 
magistrate in the morning with assault 
ing the police. 


BRISTOL DISTURBANCE

THIRTY DEMONSTRATORS 
INJURED. 


For the second time within a fortnight 
nearly three thousand Bristol unemployed 
yesterday fought with a posse of police 
who tried to prevent * soe marching 
through the centre of the city. More 
than thirty demonstrators were injured, 
most of them being later treated for scalp 
wounds. A number of policemen received 
lacerations of the face. 

The demonstration was, in the first 
place, organised by the Bristol branch of 
the National Unemployed Workers’ Move- 
ment, who wished to bring a deputation 
before the City Council. A large crowd, 
which included a few women, gathered in 
the Horse Fair, where, after speeches, they 
lined up and marched through the St. 
Philips district singing and shouting, 
augmenting their number as they went. 


BRICKS AS MISSILES. 


The leaders carried heavy sticks, and 
many of the marchers snatched bricks from 
a passing lorry, cracked them in halves 
and stored them in their coat pockets. 
At the bottom of Old Market street the 
demonstrators were momentarily halted by 
a double rank of police, and it was ex- 
plained that owing to the probable disloca- 
tion of traffic they would not be allowed 
to march through the centre of the city. 
The mob surged forward and a man in 
front struck at a policeman. In a moment 
all was confusion. The police drew their 
batons, and several of the shouting men 
were stunned and lay in the road until 
removed by their comrades. Police and 
several women were also injured, 

The main body scattered and dashed 
back up Old Market, with the police 
behind. 

Stones, coke, bricks and iron bars were 
used as missiles. 

The deputation never reached the 
Council house, the entrances of which 
were guarded by police. When the subject 
was discussed during the Council sitting 
it was decided to receive the men at the 
next sitting. 

A thorough comb-out of the district was 
later effected by the police, who dispersed 
the crowds as soon as they began to form. 
Traffic was dislocated for some time. 
Wild scenes were again witnessed in 
Bristol late last night, when the demon- 
strators smashed shop windows and inter- 
fered with private cars in a wild stampede 
through the main shopping thoroughfares.

DERBY, Tuesday Night. 
HERE should not, I imagine, be a great 
| deal of attention paid to the recorded 
London club betting on the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap.

It is true that ever since he won 
the Two Thousand Guineas he has been a 
rather disappointing horse, and did not win 
in until he took the Grosvenor Cup at 
ivarneel last November. 
OUT OF HIS DISTANCE. Ele fas 
One might not be far wrong in thinking 
that had different tactics been pursued with 
Diolite he might have had more inthe way of 
achievement to his credit than he has now, 
but he was trained for the Derby, and in his 
case, as in the case of so many other horses, 
he may have had a setback to his career 
from being trained for a race the distance of 
which he never had any pretensions to get. 
Then he had a severe race in the Derby, in 
which he was the first to jump away from 
the gate, and in which he and Rustom Pasha 
were at it hammer and tongs all the way 
until beth ran themselves into the ground. 
From Epsom Diolite passed quickly on to 
Ascot, where he took on the fastest horse in 
England at the time, Stingo, over the five 
furlongs of the Fern Hill Stakes, and not 
only did Stingo beat him well, but a much 
inferior colt, Friarvine, finished a short head 
in front of him.

IMPOSSIBLE TASKS. 


Although he was competing in nearly every 
case at impossible distances, Diolite always 
acquitted himself well in the very best com- 
pany. Last season he began at a more suit- 
able distance in the Victoria Cup—seven 
furlongs—where he finshed third, beaten a
